What's as traditional as mistletoe over the door? Overflowing cookie jars 
and plates heaped high with homemade sweets. Here is a nostalgic sampling 
of old (and old-world) Christmas favorites as well as contemporary, easy-to- 
fix treats. Many are packable, perfect for mailing to far-flung friends (as 
well as sharing with the postman). Littlest holiday helpers will be eager to 
decorate the cookie cutouts for both the table and the tree. And the handy, 
make-it-yourself cookie mix not only starts off half a dozen delectables, it's 
a thoughtful gift in itself. Or fill up a pretty glass or a colorful tin with your 
own irresistible candies and snacks: They will spread good tidings in the 
best of taste. 


Deluxe Sugar Cookies 
1⁄2 cups powdered sugar V? teaspoon almond extract 
1 cup margarine or butter, 2% cups all-purpose flour 
softened 1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 egg 1 teaspoon cream of tartar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Mix powdered sugar, margarine, egg, vanilla and almond extract. 
Stir in flour, baking soda and cream of tartar. Cover and refrigerate 
at least 3 hours. =~ 


Heat oven to 375°. Divide dough into halves. Roll each half Y%ıs inch 
thick on lightly floured cloth-covered board. Cut into desired shapes 
with cookie cutters. Place on ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until 
edges are light brown, 7 to 8 minutes. Frost and decorate as de- 
sired. About 5 dozen 2-inch cookies. 


Stained Glass Cookies: Before refrigerating, divide dough into 
halves. Divide 1 half into 3 to 5 parts. Tint each part with a different 
food color. Wrap each part and the plain dough separately in plastic 
wrap and refrigerate at least 3 hours. Roll plain dough % inch thick 
on lightly floured cloth-covered board. Cut with bell, star, tree and 
other decorative cookie cutters. Place on ungreased cookie sheet. 
Roll tinted doughs ¥ inch thick; cut out different shapes to fit on 
each cookie. Heat oven to 375°. Bake until golden, 7 to 8 minutes.

Merry Christmas Molasses Cookies 








73 cup packed brown sugar 4 teaspoons ground 
7% cup shortening cinnamon 
1% cups molasses 2 teaspoons ground ginger 
2 eggs 2 teaspoons baking soda 
5l? cups all-purpose flour 1 teaspoon salt 


Mix brown sugar, shortening and molasses. Stir in remaining ingre- 
dients. Cover and refrigerate at least 1 hour. 


Heat oven to 375*. Roll dough Y inch thick on lightly floured cloth- 
covered board. Cut into desired shapes with cookie cutters. Place 
about 1 inch apart on lightly greased cookie sheet. Bake until no 
indentation remains when touched, 7 to 8 minutes; cool. Frost and 
decorate as desired. About 5 dozen 3-inch cookies. 


Holiday Cutouts — 








Prepare dough as directed for Deluxe Sugar Cookies (page 6), Merry 
Christmas Molasses Cookies (above) or Light Ginger Cookies (page 
10). After rolling out dough, cut into assorted shapes with cookie 
cutters or cut around patterns traced from storybook illustrations. If 
desired, cut small appliqués of dough and press on cookies (see cat 
cookie, page 8). Cookies can be decorated before baking with Baked- 
On Decorators' Frosting or afterwards with Creamy Decorators' 
Frosting (below). Use colored sugars, sprinkles and nonpareils — 
and your imagination! (See pages 8 and 9 for some ideas.) 


To outline designs on baked cookies, place frosting in a decorators' 
tube. Or cut off a tiny corner of a £10 envelope or small strong 
plastic bag. Fill with about 4 cup frosting at a time. Convenient 
ready-to-use frosting tubes can also be used. 


To hang cookies on a Christmas tree or wreath, loop a piece of string 
and press ends into underside of each cookie before baking or use a 
drinking straw to poke a hole. 


BAKED-ON DECORATORS' FROSTING 

Mix % cup all-purpose flour and !^ cup margarine or butter, soft- 
ened, until smooth. Stir in 12 teaspoons hot water and, if desired, 
2 or 3 drops food color. Place in decorators' tube with #3 writing 
tip. Outline, write or make designs on unbaked rolled cookies. bake 
cookies as directed in recipe. Cool; store carefully, separating layers 
of cookies with waxed paper. Enough for 2 to 3 dozen cookies.

Cool slightly; carefully 
remove from cookie sheet. Decorate with Creamy Decorators Frost- 
ing (page 7) if desired. About 4 dozen 3-inch cookies. 


Christmas Pinwheels 
1 cup sugar 2% cups all-purpose flour 
34 cup shortening (part 1 teaspoon baking powder 
margarine or butter, 1 teaspoon salt 
softened) About % cup raspberry 
2 eggs jam 


1 teaspoon vanilla 


Mix sugar, shortening, eggs and vanilla. Stir in flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Cover and refrigerate at least 1 hour. 


Roll about ! of the dough at a time into 10-inch square on lightly 
floured cloth-covered board. Cut into 2V>-inch squares. Cut squares 
diagonally from each corner almost to center (see diagram). Place 
about 1⁄2 teaspoon jam on center of each square. Fold every other 
point to center to make a pinwheel. Heat oven to 400°. Place pin- 
wheels on ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until light brown, about 6 
minutes. About 4 dozen cookies. 


Snowflake Cookies: After refrigerating, roll dough % inch thick on 
lightly floured cloth-covered board. Cut into 1%- to 2-inch star 
shapes. Place on ungreased cookie sheet. Brush half of the cookies 
with milk, then sprinkle with granulated sugar. Bake until light 
brown, 6 to 8 minutes. Mix !^ cup powdered sugar and 1% to 2 
teaspoons water. Put cookies together in pairs with about 1⁄4 tea- 
spoon powdered sugar mixture. Place sugared cookies on top, 
alternating points of stars (see diagram). About 2% dozen cookies.

Mix honey and molasses in saucepan. Heat to boiling; remove from 
heat. Cool completely. Stir in brown sugar, egg, lemon peel and 
lemon juice. Stir in remaining ingredients except Cookie Glaze. 
Cover and refrigerate at least 8 hours. 


Heat oven to 400°. Roll about 1⁄4 of the dough at a time Y inch thick 
on lightly floured cloth-covered board (keep remaining dough re- 
frigerated). Cut into rectangles, 2v2x112 inches. Place about 1 inch 
apart on greased cookie sheet. Bake until no indentation remains 
when touched, 10 to 12 minutes. Brush glaze over cookies. Imme- 
diately remove from cookie sheet. About 5 dozen cookies. 


COOKIE GLAZE 

Mix 1 cup sugar and 2 cup water in saucepan. Cook over medium 
heat to 230? or just until small amount of mixture spins a 2-inch 
thread; remove from heat. Stir in Y cup powdered sugar. (If glaze 
becomes sugary while brushing cookies, heat slightly, adding a 
little water, until clear again.) 


Note: Store cookies in airtight container. For softer cookies, store 
with a slice of apple or orange in airtight container; replace fruit 
frequently.

Mix sugar, shortening, eggs and vanilla. Stir in flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Cover and refrigerate at least 1 hour. 


Roll dough % inch thick on lightly floured cloth-covered board. Cut 
into desired shapes with cookie cutters. Place cookies on aluminum 
foil-covered cookie sheet. Cut out designs from cookies using 
smaller cutters or your own patterns. Place whole or partially 
crushed candy in cutouts, depending on size and shape of design. 
(To crush candy, place between paper towels and tap lightly. As 
candy melts easily, leave pieces as large as possible.) If cookies are 
to be hung, make a hole in each Y inch from top with end of plastic 
straw. 


Heat oven to 375?. Bake until cookies are very light brown and 
candy is melted, 7 to 9 minutes. If candy has not filled out cutout 
design, immediately spread with metal spatula. Cool completely on 
cookie sheet. Gently remove cookies. About 6 dozen 3-inch cookies.

% cup packed brown sugar V» teaspoon baking soda 
l5 cup shortening 72 teaspoon ground

3 drops anise oil ¥Yg teaspoon white pepper 


3/5 cups all-purpose flour 


Mix brown sugar, shortening, molasses, egg, water and anise oil. 
Stir in remaining ingredients. Knead dough until right consistency 
for molding. Heat oven to 350°. Shape dough into %-inch balls. 
Place about 1 inch apart on ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until 
bottoms are golden brown, about 12 minutes. About 8 dozen cookies. 


Note: For the traditionally hard Peppernut, store in airtight con- 
tainer. For softer cookies, store with a slice of apple in airtight 
container; replace apple frequently. 


Almond Cookie Wreaths 


1 cup sugar ] teaspoon almond extract 
1 cup margarine or butter, 3% cups all-purpose flour 
softened 1 teaspoon baking powder 
% cup milk Ya teaspoon salt 
l egg l? teaspoon green food color 
1 teaspoon vanilla Red candied cherries 


Mix sugar, margarine, milk, egg, vanilla and almond extract. Stir in 
flour, baking powder and salt. Divide dough into halves. Tint 1 half 
with food color. (For monochromatic wreath, tint second half with 
3 drops green food color.) Cover and refrigerate at least 4 hours. 


For each wreath, shape 1 teaspoon dough from each half into 4-inch 
rope. For smooth, even ropes, roll back and forth on sugared sur- 
face. Place 1 green and 1 white rope side by side; press together 
lightly and twist. Place on ungreased cookie sheet. Shape each into 
circle with ends meeting; press bits of candied cherries on wreath 
for holly berries. Heat oven to 375°. Bake until set and very light 
brown, 9 to 12 minutes. About 41% dozen cookies. 


Chocolate-Nut Fingers: For each cookie, roll 1 teaspoon dough into 
22-inch length. Heat % cup semisweet chocolate chips until 
melted. After baking, dip ends of cookies into melted chocolate, 
then into chopped nuts. About 8 dozen cookies. 


Peppermint Candy Canes: Substitute 1 teaspoon peppermint ex- 
tract for the almond extract. Substitute 1⁄2 teaspoon red food color 
for the green. Roll ropes on floured surface. After placing on cookie 
sheet, curve down top of cookie to form handle of cane. After 
baking, immediately sprinkle cookies with mixture of 2 tablespoons 
crushed peppermint candy and 2 tablespoons sugar. 


Berlinerkranzer 
1 cup sugar 2 eggs 
74 cup margarine or butter, 4 cups all-purpose flour 
softened l egg white 
Ys cup shortening 2 tablespoons sugar 
2 teaspoons grated orange Red candied cherries 
peel Green candied citron 


Mix 1 cup sugar, the margarine, shortening, orange peel and whole 
eggs. Stir in flour. Shape dough by rounded teaspoonfuls into 
ropes, about 6 inches long and 1⁄4 inch in diameter. Form each rope 
into circle, crossing ends and tucking under. (This shaping method 
is easier than the traditional method of tying knots.) Place on un- 
greased cookie sheet. 


Heat oven to 400°. Beat egg white and 2 tablespoons sugar until 
foamy; brush over tops of cookies. For holly berries, press bits of 
red candied cherries on center of knot; add little jagged leaves cut 
from citron. Bake until set but not brown, 10 to 12 minutes. Imme- 
diately remove from cookie sheet. About 6 dozen cookies.

Twist into pretzel shape on un- 
greased cookie sheet (see diagram). Repeat with remaining dough. 


Heat oven to 375°. Bake until set, about 9 minutes. Let stand 1 to 2 
minutes before removing from cookie sheet; cool. Dip tops of pret- 
zels into Chocolate Glaze. Sprinkle with peppermintcandy. About 
4 dozen cookies. 


CHOCOLATE GLAZE 

Heat 2 squares (1 ounce each) unsweetened chocolate and 2 table- 
spoons margarine or butter over low heat until melted; remove from 
heat. Beat in 2 cups powdered sugar and 3 to 4 tablespoons water 
until smooth and of desired consistency. 
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"Berlin Wreaths” are popular 
Christmas cookies in Norway, 
where this recipe originated. 





Chocolate-Peppermint Pretzels 
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Sugarplum Cookies 


Ya cup sugar Y teaspoon baking powder 
V? cup margarine or butter, Ye teaspoon salt 
softened %4 cup cut-up dried or 
Y cup shortening candied fruit or 2 to 3 
l egg ounces filberts 
2⁄2 cups all-purpose flour Creamy Frosting (below) 


1⁄2 teaspoons vanilla 


Mix sugar, margarine, shortening and egg. Stir in flour, vanilla, 
baking powder and salt. Heat oven to 375°. Shape dough by tea- 
spoonfuls around fruit to form balls. Place about 1 inch apart on 
ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until delicate brown, 12 to 15 minutes, 
cool. Spread tops of cookies with Creamy Frosting. Decorate with 
colored sugar, nonpareils or chopped nuts if desired. About 7 dozen 
cookies. 


CREAMY FROSTING 
Mix 1% cups powdered sugar, 2 teaspoon vanilla and 2 to 3 table- 
spoons water until of desired consistency. 


Turtle Cookies 


Y» cup packed brown sugar Ya teaspoon salt 
Y cup margarine or butter, Pecan halves 
softened 8 caramels, each cut into 
2 tablespoons water fourths 
] teaspoon vanilla Chocolate Glaze (below) 


1% cups all-purpose flour 


Mix brown sugar, margarine, water and vanilla. Stir in flour and salt 
until dough holds together. (If dough is dry, stir in 1 to 2 teaspoons 
water.) 


Heat oven to 350°. For each cookie, group 3 to 5 pecan halves, split 
if necessary, on ungreased cookie sheet. Shape dough by teaspoon- 
fuls around caramel pieces; press firmly onto center of each group 
of nuts. Bake until set but not brown, 12 to 15 minutes; cool. Dip 
tops of cookies into Chocolate Glaze. About 21⁄2 dozen cookies. 


CHOCOLATE GLAZE 

Beat 1 cup powdered sugar, 1 tablespoon water, 1 ounce melted 
unsweetened chocolate (cool) and 1 teaspoon vanilla until smooth. 
If necessary, stir in water, 1 teaspoon at a time, until frosting is of 
desired consistency. 


Santa Claus Cookies 








1 cup granulated sugar 72 teaspoon salt 

⁄2 cup shortening Creamy Frosting (page 16) 
2 tablespoons milk Miniature marshmallows 
1 teaspoon grated lemon peel Red sugar 
l egg Currants or semisweet 
2 cups all-purpose flour chocolate chips 
1 teaspoon baking powder Red cinnamon candies 

7/2? teaspoon baking soda Shredded coconut 


Mix granulated sugar, shortening, milk, lemon peel and egg. Stir in 
flour, baking powder, baking soda and salt. Heat oven to 400°. 
Shape dough into 1%-inch balls. Place about 2 inches apart on 
ungreased cookie sheet; flatten each to about 2%-inch diameter with 
greased bottom of glass dipped in sugar. Bake until edges are light 
brown, 8 to 10 minutes; cool. 


Spread cookie with small amount of Creamy Frosting. Press on 
miniature marshmallow for tassel of cap. Sprinkle top third of 
cookie with red sugar. Press 2 currants for eyes and red cinnamon 
candy for nose into center third. Sprinkle bottom third with coconut 
for beard. Frost and decorate each cookie before starting 
another. About 1% dozen cookies. 


Santa Claus Cookie Pops: After shaping dough into balls, insert 
wooden ice-cream sticks halfway into balls; continue as directed. 
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Chocolate-Almond Teacakes

Mix margarine and Y cup powdered sugar. Stir in flour, cocoa mix 
and almonds. (If dough is soft, cover and refrigerate until firm 
enough to shape.) Heat oven to 325°. Shape dough into 1-inch balls. 
Place about 2 inches apart on ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until 
set, about 20 minutes. Dip tops into powdered sugar while warm, 
cool. Dip into powdered sugaragain. About 4 dozen cookies. 


Coconut-Pecan Balls 





1 cup margarine or butter, Ys teaspoon salt 
softened 4 dazen pecan halves 
a cup sugar ] egg white 
2 teaspoons vanilla ] tablespoon water 
2 cups all-purpose flour 1% cups flaked coconut 


Mix margarine, sugar and vanilla. Stir in flour and salt. (If dough is 
soft, cover and refrigerate until firm enough to shape.) Heat oven to 
350°. Shape dough around pecan halves to form 1-inch balls. Beat 
egg white and water with fork. Dip balls into egg white mixture; roll 
in coconut. Place about 1 inch apart on ungreased cookie sheet. 
Bake until light brown, 14 to 15 minutes. Store in tightly covered 
container. About 4 dozen cookies. 


Candied Fruit Cookies 


] cup powdered sugar Ys teaspoon cream of tartar 
] cup margarine or butter, ] cup whole candied cherries 
softened l^ cup cut-up mixed candied 
1 egg fruit... 
2⁄4 cups all-purpose flour Y» cup chopped pecans 


Mix powdered sugar, margarine and egg. Stir in remaining ingre- 
dients. Divide dough into halves. Shape each half into roll, 1% 
inches in diameter. Wrap and refrigerate at least 4 hours. 


Heat oven to 375°. Cut rolls into ls-inch slices. Place 1 inch apart on 
ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until set, about 8 minutes. Immedi- 
ately remove from cookie sheet. About 6 dozen cookies.

1 tablespoon water Lemon Filling (below) 


1 teaspoon vanilla 


Mix sugar, margarine, egg yolks, water and vanilla. Stir in flour, salt 
and baking soda. Divide dough into halves. Shape each half into 
roll, 7x12 inches. Wrap and refrigerate at least 4 hours.

Cookie Tarts: Cut out centers of half of the unbaked cookies with 
?4-inch cutters, or design your own patterns. Spoon 2 teaspoon red 
jelly or jam onto uncut slices; top with cutout slices. Press edges to 
seal. 


Holiday Sugar Slices: Coat rolls with red or green sugar or multi- 
colored candies. 


Nutmeg Slices: Add 1⁄2 teaspoon ground nutmeg with the flour. 
Coat rolls with mixture of Ya cup sugar and 2 teaspoon ground 
nutmeg. 


Nutty Slices: Coat rolls with chopped nuts. 


Orange-Almond Slices: Mix in 1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
with the margarine and ¥2 cup cut-up blanched almonds with the 
flour. 


Peppermint Pinwheels: Decrease vanilla to 1 teaspoon; add 1 tea- 
spoon peppermint extract. After dough is mixed, divide into halves. 
Stir 1^ teaspoon red or green food color into 1 half. Cover both 
halves and refrigerate 1 hour. Roll plain dough into rectangle, about 
16x9 inches, on lightly floured surface. Repeat with colored dough; 
place on plain dough. Roll doughs together about % inch thick. Roll 
up tightly, beginning at 16-inch side. Wrap and refrigerate. Con- 
tinue as directed. About 7 dozen cookies. 


Ribbon Bar Cookies: Decrease vanilla to 1 teaspoon; add 1 teaspoon 
peppermint extract. After dough is mixed, divide into halves. Stir 
1? teaspoon red or green food color into 1 half. Cover both halves 
and refrigerate 1 hour. Shape each half into 2 strips, each about 
9x24 inches, on very lightly floured surface. Layer strips, alternat- 
ing colors; press together. Wrap and refrigerate. Continue as di- 
rected. About 51⁄2 dozen cookies.

Sprinkle with 
nuts. Bake 25 minutes. Cool completely. Cut into bars, about 2x1 
inch. 4 dozen bars. 


Chocolate Bonbon Cookies 


4 cups cookie mix (page 31) 1 cup chopped nuts 
V4 cup margarine or butter, Powdered sugar 
softened Easy Frosting (below) 
2 eggs Coconut, nuts, colored 
2 ounces melted unsweetened sugar or candied or 
chocolate (cool) maraschino cherries, if 
] teaspoon vanilla desired 


V» teaspoon almond extract 


Heat oven to 375°. Mix cookie mix, margarine, eggs, chocolate, 
vanilla, almond extract and nuts. Shape dough into 1-inch balls. 
Place about 1 inch apart on ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until set, 
10 to 12 minutes. Cool slightly before removing from cookie sheet. 


Roll about 30 cookies in powdered sugar while warm; cool. Roll in 
powdered sugar again. Frost remaining cookies with Easy Frosting. 
Decorate frosted cookies with coconut, nuts, colored sugar or 
cherries. 5 dozen cookies. 


EASY FROSTING 
Beat 1 cup powdered sugar, ^ teaspoon almond extract and about 
1 tablespoon milk until smooth and of spreading consistency.

Heat oven to 375°. Mix cookie mix, sour cream, eggs and vanilla. 
otir in cherries, dates and chopped pecans. Drop dough by rounded 
teaspoonfuls about 2 inches apart onto ungreased cookie sheet. 
Place pecan half on each cookie. Bake until almost no indentation 
remains when touched, about 8 minutes. Immediately remove from 
cookie sheet; cool. 6 dozen cookies. 


Festive Cheese Tarts 
12 vanilla wafers (1%-inch size) 1 teaspoon milk 
1 package (8 ounces) cream 1 teaspoon vanilla 
cheese, softened Red and green maraschino or 
Ya cup sugar candied cherries, cut up 
1 egg 


Heat oven to 350°. Place 12 miniature foil baking cups, 2x1 inch, on 
cookie sheet. Place a vanilla wafer in each. Beat cream cheese, sugar, 
egg, milk and vanilla on low speed 30 seconds. Beat on medium 
speed until smooth, about 1 minute. Place 2 tablespoons mixture in 
each cup. Bake until set, 13 to 15 minutes. Cool. Garnish each tart 
with cherry pieces. Store in refrigerator. 1 dozen tarts. 


Caramel-Pecan Tarts 


1 cup all-purpose flour 1 egg, slightly beaten 
V? cup margarine or butter, 1 teaspoon vanilla 
softened V4 teaspoon salt 
Ya cup powdered sugar Y cup chopped pecans 


% cup packed brown sugar 
1 tablespoon margarine or 
butter, softened 


Heat oven to 350°. Mix flour, % cup margarine and the powdered 
sugar. Divide into 24 equal pieces. Press each piece against bottom 
and side of ungreased small muffin cup, 1?4x1 inch. Do not allow 
pastry to extend above tops of cups. 


Mix remaining ingredients. Spoon scant tablespoon mixture into 
each muffin cup. Bake until filling is set and crust is light brown, 
about 20 minutes. Cool in muffin cups 20 minutes. Remove from 
muffin cups with tip of knife; cool on wirerack. 2 dozen tarts.

Butter-Rum Spritz: Substitute rum flavoring for the almond extract. 
Tint parts of dough with different food colors. After baking, glaze 
cooled cookies with Butter-Rum Glaze: Heat Y cup margarine or 
butter over low heat until melted; remove from heat. Stir in 1 cup 
powdered sugar and 1 teaspoon rum flavoring. Beat in 1 to 2 table- 
spoons hot water until of desired consistency. 


Chocolate Spritz: Stir 2 ounces melted unsweetened chocolate 
(cool) into margarine mixture. 


Christmas Decorated Spritz: Before baking, top cookies with cur- 
rants, raisins, candies, nuts, slices of candied fruits or candied fruit 
peels arranged in colorful and attractive patterns. Or, after baking, 
decorate with colored sugar, nonpareils, red cinnamon candies or 
finely chopped nuts; use a drop of corn syrup to hold decorations 
on cookies. 


Holly Wreaths: Using star plate, hold press in semi-horizontal po- 
sition and form wreaths by moving press in a circular motion. 
Gently push ends of dough together to form wreaths. Use bits of 
red and green candied cherries to form holly berries and leaves. 


Molasses Spritz 


1 cup packed brown sugar 1⁄2 teaspoons ground ginger 
1 cup shortening 1 teaspoon ground 

1 cup molasses cinnamon 

1 egg ⁄2 teaspoon baking soda 


3/5 cups all-purpose flour 


Heat oven to 375°. Mix brown sugar, shortening, molasses and egg. 
Stir in flour, ginger, cinnamon and baking soda. Divide dough into 
4 equal parts; fill cookie press with 1 part dough. Press into long 
strips about 2 inches apart on greased cookie sheet. Repeat with 
remaining dough. Bake until edges begin to brown, 8 to 10 minutes. 
Cut each strip into 3-inch pieces while warm. Remove from cookie 
sheet; cool. About 11 dozen cookies. 


Cream Cheese Cookie Wreaths 





1 cup margarine or butter, V2 cup sugar 
softened 1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 package (3 ounces) cream 2 cups all-purpose flour 
cheese, softened Candied cherries 


Heat oven to 375*. Mix margarine and cream cheese. Stir in remain- 
ing ingredients except candied cherries. Fill cookie press with 
dough. Using star plate, hold press in semi-horizontal position and 
form wreaths on ungreased cookie sheet by moving press in a 
circular motion. Gently push ends of dough together to form 
wreaths. Use bits of red and green candied cherries to form holly 
berries and leaves. Bake until set but not brown, 8 to 10 
minutes. About 4 dozen cookies. 


Krumkake 
4 eggs V5 cup whipping cream 
l cup sugar 1 teaspoon vanilla 
Y2 cup margarine or butter, Ys cup all-purpose flour 
melted 2 teaspoons cornstarch 


Heat ungreased krumkake iron over medium-high heat on smallest 
surface unit of electric or gas range. Beat all ingredients until 
smooth. Test iron with few drops of water; if they skitter around, 
iron is correct temperature. 


Drop 12 tablespoon batter on iron; close gently. Bake until light 
golden brown, about 15 seconds on each side. Keep iron over heat 
heat at all times. Remove cookie with knife. Immediately roll around 
roller or handle of large wooden spoon. About 6 dozen cookies. 


Kosettes 


Vegetable oil l teaspoon salt 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
2 tablespoons granulated 1 cup water or milk 
sugar 1 cup all-purpose flour 


Heat oil (2 to 3 inches) in small deep saucepan to 400°. Mix eggs, 
sugar and salt in small deep bowl. Beat in remaining ingredients 
just until smooth. Heat rosette iron by placing in hot oil 1 minute. 
Tap excess oil from iron on paper towels; dip hot iron into batter just 
to top edge (don't go over top). Fry until golden brown, about 30 
seconds. Immediately remove rosette; invert on paper towels to 
cool. (If rosette is not crisp, batter is too thick. Stir ina small amount 
of water or milk.) 


Heat iron in hot oil and tap on paper towels before making each 
rosette. (If iron is not hot enough, batter will not stick.) Just before 
serving, sprinkle with powdered sugar. About 3 dozen rosettes.

1 cup light corn syrup walnuts 


Vs teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons margarine or 
butter 


Line bottom and 2 sides of baking pan, 8x8x2 inches, with aluminum 
foil. Butter bottom foil. Heat milk, corn syrup and salt to boiling in 
heavy 1%-quart saucepan over medium heat, stirring constantly. 
Cook over medium heat, stirring frequently, until candy thermom- 
eter registers 245? or until small amount of mixture dropped into 
very cold water forms a firm ball. Stir in margarine, vanilla and 
walnuts. Immediately spread in pan; cool. Cut into 1x’/2-inch 
pieces. About 10 dozen candies.

1 cupchopped pecans Ya cup semisweet chocolate

Butter baking pan, 9x9x2 inches. Spread pecans in pan. Heat brown 
sugar and margarine to boiling, stirring constantly. Boil over me- 
dium heat, stirring constantly, 7 minutes.

Heat sugars, milk, corn syrup and salt in a 3-quart saucepan over 
medium heat, stirring constantly, until sugar is dissolved. Cook, 
stirring occasionally, to 234° on candy thermometer or until small 
amount of mixture dropped into very cold water forms a soft ball 
that flattens when removed from water. Remove from heat; add 
margarine. 


Cool without stirring to 120° (bottom of pan will be lukewarm). Add 
vanilla; beat continuously with wooden spoon until candy is thick 
and no longer glossy, 5 to 10 minutes (mixture will hold its shape 
when dropped from spoon). Turn candy onto waxed paper and 
shape into 12-inch roll; roll in pecans. Wrap and refrigerate until 
firm. Cut into %4-inch slices. About 4 dozen candies.

1 package (7.2 ounces) flufty % cup boiling water 
white frosting mix 4 to 4^ cups powdered sugar 
Ys cup light corn syrup 1 cup chopped nuts 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Beat frosting mix (dry), corn syrup, vanilla and boiling water in 
small mixer bowl on high speed until stiff peaks form, about 5 
minutes. Transfer to large mixer bowl; gradually beat in sugar on 
low speed. (It may be necessary to stir in the last cup of sugar by 
hand.) Stir in nuts. 


Drop mixture by teaspoonfuls onto waxed paper. When outside of 
candy feels firm, turn over if necessary to dry bottoms of candies; 
let dry at least 12 hours. Store candy in airtight container. About 
5⁄2 dozen candies. 


Candied Cherry Delights: Substitute 1 teaspoon almond extract for 
the vanilla and 1 cup chopped candied cherries for the nuts. 


Peppy Mints: Substitute Y? teaspoon peppermint extract for the 
vanilla and, if desired, 1 cup crushed peppermint candy for the 
nuts. Tint with few drops food color if desired. 


Spanish Crunch: Substitute dark corn syrup for the light and salted 
shelled Spanish peanuts for the nuts. 


Chocolate-Coconut Candies 


1 cup mashed potatoes 1 package (12 ounces) 
1 pound powdered sugar semisweet chocolate chips 
(4 cups) 2 tablespoons shortening 


1 teaspoon almond extract

Mix mashed potatoes, powdered sugar and almond extract; stir in 
coconut. Drop mixture by rounded teaspoonfuls onto waxed paper; 

(If mixture is too soft to shape, refrigerate until 
firm, 30 to 60 minutes.) Heat chocolate chips and shortening over 
low heat, stirring frequently, until melted.

Refrigerate until 
firm. About 4 dozen candies. 


Cocoa Balls: Omit chocolate chips and shortening. Mix V4 cup cocoa 
and ¥ cup sugar; coat coconut balls with cocoa mixture. 


Coconut-Almond Candies: Shape coconut mixture around blanched 
almond for each candy. 


Coconut Bars: l'ress coconut mixture in ungreased baking pan, 
13x9x2 inches; spread with melted chocolate. Refrigerate until firm, 
30 to 60 minutes. Cut into bars, 2xlinch. 4 dozen bars.

Brandied Stuffed Dates 


1 pound pitted dates 1 cup pecan halves

Remove from heat; stir in 
baking soda. Pour over popped corn; stir until well coated. Bake 1 
hour, stirring every 15 minutes. About 15 cups snack. 


Nutty Caramel Corn: Decrease popped corn to 12 cups. Add 1% 
cups walnut or pecan halves and/or unblanched whoie almonds to 
each pan of popped corn before stirring. 


Popcorn Balls 


V5 cup sugar ¥2 teaspoon salt 
Y cup light corn syrup Few drops food color 
Ya cup margarine or butter 8 cups popped corn . 


Heat sugar, corn syrup, margarine, salt and food color to simmering 
in 4-quart Dutch oven over medium-high heat, stirring constantly. 
Add popped corn. Cook, stirring constantly, until popcorn is well 
coated, about 3 minutes. Cool slightly. 


Dip hands into cold water; shape mixture into 22-inch balls. Place 
on waxed paper; cool completely. Wrap individually in plastic wrap 
or place in plastic bags and tie. 8 or 9 popcorn balls. 


Caramel Popcorn Balls: Substitute packed brown sugar for the 
sugar and dark corn syrup for the light; omit food color. 


Chocolate Popcorn Balls: Add 2 tablespoons cocoa with the sugar 
and omit food color.

TOASTED SLIVERED ALMONDS

Split ladyfingers length wise into halves; spread each half with rasp- 
berry preserves. Layer % of the ladyfingers, cut sides up, half of the 
raspberries and half of the pudding in 2-quart serving bowl; repeat. 
Arrange remaining ladyfingers around edge of bowl in upright 
position with cut sides toward center. (It may be necessary to gently 
ease ladyfingers down into pudding about 1 inch so they remain 
upright.) Cover and refrigerate. 


Beat whipping cream and 2 tablespoons sugar in chilled bowl until 
stiff; spread over dessert. Sprinkle with almonds. — 8 to 10 servings.

Rice appears in many Christmas 
menus throughout the world. In 
Puerto Rico, coconut rice pudding 
is the traditional Christmas-day 
dessert. In some Scandinavian 
homes, a bowl of rice porridge is 
placed in the attic for the Christmas 
elves. 


Rice Pudding with Raspberry Sauce

Heat sugar, water, gelatin and salt in 2-quart saucepan, stirring 
constantly, until gelatin is dissolved, about 1 minute.

Place saucepan in bowl of iced water, stirring 
occasionally, until mixture mounds slightly when dropped from a 
spoon, about 10 minutes. 


Beat whipping cream in chilled bowl until stiff. Fold whipped cream 
into rice mixture. Pour into ungreased 6-cup mold or serving bowl. 
Cover and refrigerate until firm, about 3 hours. Unmold by dipping 
briefly in warm water and loosening edge with spatula; invert on 
serving plate.

1 teaspoon vanilla peppermint candy

Bake Chocolate Cookie Crust. Heat marshmallows and milk over 
low heat, stirring constantly, just until marshmallows are melted. 
Remove from heat; stir in vanilla, salt, peppermint extract and food 
color. Refrigerate, stirring occasionally, until mixture mounds 
slightly when dropped from a spoon. 


Beat whipping cream in chilled bowl until stiff. Stir marshmallow 
mixture until blended; fold into whipped cream.

CHOCOLATE COOKIE CRUST 

Heat oven to 350°. Mix 1% cups chocolate wafer crumbs and 1⁄4 cup 
margarine or butter, melted. Press firmly against bottom and side of 
ungreased 9-inch pie plate. Bake 10 minutes. Cool.

Bake Chocolate Cookie Crust. Heat marshmallows and milk over 
medium heat, stirring constantly, just until marshmallows are 
melted.

Beat whipping cream in chilled bowl until stiff. Fold marshmallow 
mixture into whipped cream; fold in food color. Pour into crust. 
Sprinkle with grated semisweet chocolate if desired. Refrigerate 
until set, at least 3 hours. 


Grasshopper Tarts: Omit Chocolate Cookie Crust. Heat 1 package 
(12 ounces) semisweet chocolate chips and 2 tablespoons shortening 
over medium heat, stirring constantly, until chocolate is melted, 3 
to 4 minutes. Line 12 medium muffin cups, 2!2x1!A inches, with 
paper baking cups. Swirl 1 tablespoon chocolate mixture in each 
cup with back of spoon to coat bottom and side. Refrigerate until 
firm. Fill in with remaining chocolate. Refrigerate until firm. Care- 
fully remove paper baking cups from chocolate shells. Return shells 
to muffin cups. Divide filling for Grasshopper Pie (above) among 
shells. Refrigerate until set, 2 to 3 hours. Garnish with whipped 
cream if desired. 12 servings. 
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Pastry 
8- OR 9-INCH ONE-CRUST PIE 
/5 cup plus 1 tablespoon 7/2 teaspoon salt* 


shortening or % cup lard 2 to3tablespoons cold water 
1 cup all-purpose flour 


8- OR 9-INCH TWO-CRUST PIE 
73 cup plus 2 tablespoons l teaspoon salt* 


shortening or 75 cup lard 4 to5tablespoons cold water 
2 cups all-purpose flour 


Cut shortening into flour and salt until particles are size of small 
peas. 5prinkle in water, 1 tablespoon at a time, tossing with fork 
until all flour is moistened and pastry almost cleans side of bowl (1 
to 2 teaspoons water can be added if necessary). 


Gather pastry into a ball; shape into flattened round on lightly 
floured cloth-covered board. (For Two-Crust Pie, divide pastry into 
halves and shape into 2 rounds.) Roll pastry 2 inches larger than 
inverted pie plate with floured stockinet-covered rolling pin. Fold 
pastry into quarters; unfold and ease into plate, pressing firmly 
against bottom and side. 


For One-Crust Pie: Trim overhanging edge of pastry 1 inch from rim 
of plate. Fold and roll pastry under, even with plate; flute. Fill and 
bake as directed in recipe. 


For Baked Pie Shell: Heat oven to 475°. Prick bottom and side 
thoroughly with fork. Bake until light brown, 8 to 10 minutes; cool. 


For Two-Crust Pie: Turn desired filling into pastry-lined pie plate. 
Trim overhanging edge of pastry !^ inch from rim of plate. Roll 
other round of pastry. Fold into quarters; cut slits so steam can 
escape. Place over filling and unfold. Trim overhanging edge of 
pastry 1 inch from rim of plate. Fold and roll top edge under lower 
edge, pressing on rim to seal; flute. Cover edge with 2- to 3-inch 
strip of aluminum foil to prevent excessive browning; remove foil 
during last 15 minutes of baking. Bake as directed in recipe. 


*If using self-rising flour, omit salt. Pie crusts made with uL or Whole wheat 
flour differ in flavor and texture from those made with all-purpose flour. 


Note: If possible, hook fluted edge over edge of pie plate to prevent 
shrinking and help pastry retain its shape. 


Whole Wheat Pastry: Prepare filling before preparing pastry. Sub- 
stitute whole wheat flour for the all-purpose flour or substitute 
stone-ground whole wheat flour for half of the all-purpose flour. 
Fold rolled pastry in half instead of into quarters. 


Holiday Pastry Snacks: Heat oven to 475°. Gather leftover rolled 
pastry into a ball; shape into flattened round. Roll % inch thick. Cut 
into desired shapes with Christmas cookie cutters. Prick and sprin- 
kle with colored sugars, cinnamon-sugar and/or finely chopped 
nuts. Place on ungreased cookie sheet; bake 8 to 10 minutes. 
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Cream Puffs 


Cream Puffs 


1 cup water 4 eggs 
Y cup margarine or butter Fillings (below) 
1 cup all-purpose flour 


Heat oven to 400°. Heat water and margarine to rolling boil in 
1-quart saucepan. Stir in flour. Stir vigorously over low heat until 
mixture forms a ball, about 1 minute. Remove from heat. Add eggs; 
beat until smooth. Drop dough by scant 1⁄4 cupfuls 3 inches apart 
onto ungreased cookie sheet. 


Bake until puffed and golden, 35 to 40 minutes. Cool. Cut off tops 
of puffs; pull out any filaments of soft dough. Fill puffs with one of 
the Fillings; replace tops. 10 to 12 cream puffs. 


EGGNOG FLUFF FILLING 

1 package (3% ounces) vanilla ] teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Instant pudding and pie Ya teaspoon ground ginger 
filling 2 cups whipping cream 

1 cup milk Powdered sugar 


1 teaspoon rum flavoring 


Blend pudding and pie filling, milk, rum flavoring, nutmeg and 
ginger in large mixer bowl on low speed. Add whipping cream; beat 
on high speed until soft peaks form, 1 to 2 minutes. Fill puffs. Serve 
immediately or cover and refrigerate no longer than 3 hours. Just 
before serving, sprinkle with powdered sugar or brush tops with 
light corn syrup and sprinkle with nonpareils. 


ICE-CREAM FILLING 

Fill cooled puffs with peppermint, pistachio or vanilla ice cream. 
Serve immediately or cover and freeze no longer than 24 hours; let 
stand a few minutes at room temperature before serving. Serve with 
Hot Fudge Sauce (page 163) or sprinkle with powdered sugar. 


PEPPERMINT WHIPPED CREAM FILLING 
Beat 2 cups whipping cream, 1⁄4 cup granulated or powdered sugar, 
1 teaspoon peppermint extract and 5 or 6 drops red or green food 
color in chilled bowl until stiff. Fill puffs. Serve immediately or 
cover and refrigerate no longer than 4 hours. serve with Hot Fudge 
Sauce (page 163). | 


Note: To freeze unbaked cream puff dough, place mounds of dough 
in freezer, uncovered. Freeze until firm, about 4 hours. Store in 
freezer bags in freezer no longer than 1 month. To bake; heat oven 
to 400°. Bake frozen puffs 3 inches apart on ungreased cookie sheet. 
Bake until puffed and golden, 45 to 50 minutes. To freeze baked 
puffs, wrap, label and freeze no longer than 3 months. Thaw un- 
wrapped at room temperature about 30 minutes.

5poon about 2 tablespoons cream mixture onto each 
crepe; roll up. Place 2 crepes seam sides down on each dessert plate. 
lop with cranberry sauce. 8 servings (2 crepes each). 


CREPES 
1’ cups all-purpose flour 2 eggs 
1 tablespoon sugar 2 tablespoons margarine or 
Y2 teaspoon baking powder butter, melted 
V2 teaspoon salt V» teaspoon vanilla 
2 cups milk 


Mix flour, sugar, baking powder and salt. Stir in remaining ingre- 
dients. Beat with hand beater until smooth. Lightly butter 6-inch 
skillet; heat over medium heat until bubbly. Pour scant % cup of the 
batter into skillet; immediately rotate skillet until thin film covers 
bottom. 


Cook until light brown. Run wide spatula around edge to loosen; 
turn and cook other side until light brown. Stack crepes, placing 
waxed paper between each. Keep covered. 16 crepes. 


Note: Crepes may be made ahead of time, then refrigerated or 
frozen. Stack 6 to 8 together, with a layer of waxed paper between 
each. Wrap and refrigerate for several days. For long-term storage, 
wrap, label and freeze. When ready to use, thaw (wrapped) at room 
temperature about 3 hours. Crepes freeze well but should be stored 
in the freezer no longer than 3 months. 


Raspberry-Almond Crepes 


Crepes (above) Y teaspoon almond extract 


1 package (3% ounces) vanilla ] tablespoon cornstarch 
instant pudding and pie ] package (10 ounces) frozen

Prepare Crepes. Prepare pudding and pie filling as directed on 
package except— substitute half-and-half for the milk and beat in 
almond extract.

Dissolve yeast in warm water in large mixer bowl. Add buttermilk, 
sugar, margarine, eggs, baking powder, salt and 2/2 cups of the 
flour.

Stir 
in enough remaining flour to make dough easy to handle. (Dough 
will be soft and slightly sticky.) 


Turn dough onto well-floured surface; knead until smooth and 
elastic, about 5 minutes. Divide into 3 equal parts. Roll each part 
into rectangle, 15x6 inches. Place on greased cookie sheet. Make 2- 
inch cuts on 15-inch sides of rectangles at 12-inch intervals. Mix 
apricots and cherries. 


Spread !/5 of the fruit mixture lengthwise down center of each 
rectangle. Crisscross strips over fruit mixture. Stretch each rectangle 
to 22 inches; curve to form cane. Cover; let rise in warm place until 
double, about 1 hour. (Dough is ready if indentation remains when 
touched.) 


Heat oven 375°. Bake until golden brown, 18 to 20 minutes. Drizzle 
Glaze over canes while warm. Decorate with cherry halves or pieces 
if desired. 3 coffee cakes. 


GLAZE 
Mix 2 cups powdered sugar and about 2 tablespoons water until 
smooth and of desired consistency.

Cover; let rise 
in warm place until double, about 1 hour. (Dough is ready if inden- 
tation remains when touched.) 


Heat oven to 375°. Bake until golden brown, about 30 minutes. Mix 
powdered sugar and milk; drizzle over wreath while warm. Deco- 
rate with green and red candied cherries if desired. 1 large coffee 
cake. 


Note: For two small wreaths, divide dough after kneading into 
halves. Roll each half into rectangle, 18x3 inches. Cut into 3 strips, 
each 18x1 inch.

Whether you stay with tradition or search for something out of the ordinary, 
you'll find a fitting menu for your plans. Choose a turkey or roast when 
you're celebrating with a number of guests, or try salmon steaks or a crown 
of spareribs for a smaller splurge. Remember these menus, too, for gala 
dinner parties throughout the holiday season. 


Zesty Beef Broth 


2 cans (10% ounces each) 1 cup water 
condensed beef broth 1% teaspoons prepared 
(about 2% cups) horseradish 

1 cup tomato juice, if desired V» teaspoon dried dill weed 


Heat all ingredients to simmering. Serve hot or cold. Allow about 2 
cup for each serving. 


Roast Turkey 


When buying turkeys under 12 pounds, allow about % pound per 
serving. For heavier turkeys (12 pounds and over) allow about !^ 
pound per serving. 


Rub cavity of turkey lightly with salt if desired. Do not salt cavity if 
turkey is to be stuffed. Stuff turkey just before roasting—not ahead 
of time. (See Old-Fashioned Bread Stuffing, page 100.) Fill wishbone 
area with stuffing first. Fasten neck skin to back with skewer. Fold 
wings across back with tips touching. Fill body cavity lightly. (Do 
not pack—stuffing will expand while cooking.) Tuck drumsticks 
under band of skin at tail or tie together with heavy string, then tie 
to tail. 


Place turkey breast side up on rack in shallow roasting pan. Brush 
with shortening, oil, margarine or butter. Insert meat thermometer 
so tip is in thickest part of inside thigh muscle or thickest part of 
breast meat and does not touch bone. Do not add water. 


Roast uncovered in 325° oven. Follow Timetable (below) for approx- 
imate total cooking time. Place a tent of aluminum foil loosely over 


turkey when it begins to turn golden. When % done, cut band of 
skin or string holding legs.

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This timetable is based on chilled or completely thawed stuffed 
turkeys at a temperature of about 40°. Time will be slightly less for 
unstuffed turkeys. Differences in the shape and tenderness of indi- 
vidual turkeys can also necessitate increasing or decreasing the 
cooking time slightly. For best results, use a meat thermometer. For 
prestuffed turkeys, follow package directions very carefully; do not 
use Timetable. 


There is no substitute for a meat thermometer for determining the 
doneness of a turkey. Placed in the thigh muscle, it should register 
185° when turkey is done. If turkey is stuffed, the thermometer 
point can be inserted in the center of stuffing and will register 165° 
when done. If a thermometer is not used, test for doneness about 30 
minutes before Timetable so indicates. Move drumstick up and 
down—if done, the joint should give readily or break. Or press 
drumstick meat between fingers; meat should be very soft. 


When turkey is done, remove from oven and allow to stand about 
20 minutes for easiest carving. As soon as possible after serving, 
remove every bit of stuffing from turkey. Cool stuffing, turkey meat 
and any gravy promptly; refrigerate separately. Use gravy.or stuff- 
ing within 1 or 2 days; heat them thoroughly before serving. Serve 
cooked turkey meat within 2 or 3 days after roasting. If frozen, it 
can be kept up to 3 weeks. 


Roast Turkey Breast 


Prepare turkey breast according to basic instructions for whole 
turkey except—skewer skin to meat along cut edges to prevent 
shrinking from meat during roasting. Place skin side up on rack in 
shallow roasting pan. Place meat thermometer in thickest part. Be 
sure it does not touch bone. Brush with vegetable oil. Roast uncov- 
ered in 325? oven until thermometer registers 180 to 185°, 172 to 2% 
hours for 5- to 8-pound breast, 214 to 3% hours for 8- to 10-pound 
breast. 
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How much stuffing should you 
make? Allow % cup for each 
pound of ready-to-cook turkey. 
This recipe makes enough for a 
12-pounder. 


Giblet Gravy 


Cover turkey gizzard, heart and neck with water. Sprinkle with 72 
teaspoon salt and 1⁄4 teaspoon pepper. Heat to boiling; reduce heat. 
Simmer uncovered until gizzard is fork-tender, 1 to 1% hours. Add 
the liver during the last 5 to 10 minutes of cooking. Drain; reserve 
broth for gravy. Cut up giblets. Refrigerate broth and giblets until 
ready to use. 





Pour drippings from roasting pan into bowl. Return 1⁄2 cup drip- 
pings to pan. Stir in Y cup all-purpose flour. Cook over low heat, 
stirring constantly, until mixture is smooth and bubbly; remove 
from heat. Add enough water to reserved broth to measure 4 cups. 
Stir into flour mixture. Heat to boiling, stirring constantly. Boil and 
stir 1 minute. Stir in giblets; sprinkle with salt and pepper. Heat 
until giblets are hot. 4 cups gravy. 


Old-Fashioned Bread Stuffing 


1% cups chopped celery (with 1/2 teaspoons dried sage 


leaves) leaves 
¥4 cup finely chopped onion ] teaspoon dried thyme 
1 cup margarine or butter leaves 
9 cups soft bread cubes V» teaspoon pepper 


1% teaspoons salt 


Cook and stir celery and onion in margarine in 10-inch skillet until 
onion is tender. Stir in about % of the bread cubes. Pour into deep 
bowl. Add remaining ingredients; toss. Stuff turkey just before 
roasting. 9 cups stuffing. 


Note: To cook stuffing separately, place in greased 3-quart casserole 
or baking dish, 13x9x2 inches. Cover and cook in 325° oven 45 
minutes. Uncover during last 15 minutes. 


Chestnut Stuffing: Decrease bread cubes to 7 cups and add 1 pound 
chestnuts, cooked and chopped, with the remaining ingredients. To 
prepare chestnuts, cut an “X” on rounded side of each chestnut. 
Heat chestnuts and enough water to cover to boiling. Boil uncov- 
ered 10 minutes; drain.

What’s the easiest way to serve dinner to a Christmas crowd? Plan a 
buffet—it’s the ideal way to handle more than the usual number of guests. 
No matter how formal the food or the setting, there's something wonderfully 
relaxed about a buffet dinner. If you plan to have your guests seated at the 
dinner table or card tables, your menu choice is unlimited. But if you're 
counting on lap, tray or snack-table dining, choose a menu that doesn't 
require the use of a knife. 


Buffet service itself is really a matter of common sense. Arrange the dinner 
plates at one end of the server, then move on in logical order to the main 
course, vegetable, salad, bread, condiments and finally the silverware and 
napkins. If using your dining room table for, the buffet, you can set up two 
serving arrangements, one on each side of the table, to move two lines of 
guests. 


Dilled Meatballs Stroganoff

Ys cup sugar cheese (about 5 ounces) 
1 teaspoon salt Guacamole Dip (below) 
1 egg Sliced fully cooked smoked 
Ya cup margarine or butter ham 


Dissolve yeast in warm water. Stir in milk, sugar, salt, egg, % cup 
margarine and 2 cups of the flour. Beat until smooth. Mix in enough 
remaining flour to make dough easy to handle. 


Turn dough onto lightly floured surface; knead until smooth and 
elastic, about 5 minutes. Place in greased bowl; turn greased side 
up. Cover; let rise in warm place until double, about 2 hours. 


Line tube pan, 10x4 inches, with aluminum foil; grease. Punch 
down dough. Turn onto lightly floured surface; divide into 24 equal 
pieces. Dip each piece into melted margarine, roll in Parmesan 
cheese. Place 12 pieces in pan in one layer. Arrange second layer of 
12 pieces on top of first. Cover; let rise until double. 


Heat oven to 375°. Bake 35 minutes. Remove from pan. Serve warm 
with Guacamole Dip and thin slices of ham. Serve a mustard sauce 
as a dip for the ham if desired.

Open Houses 


"Come by any time between 5 and 7." It's a delightful way to entertain 
neighbors, friends and co-workers (the more mixed the group, the better). 
Set out an array of appetizers, a sweet or two and perhaps a punch, and you 
have the makings of an open house. Follow these menus, or mix and match. 
Just be sure to prepare ahead and enjoy along with your guests. 


Green Goddess Dip 





74 cup dairy sour cream V5 cup snipped parsley 
74 cup mayonnaise or salad 3 tablespoons snipped chives 
dressing 1 tablespoon vinegar 
1 can (2 ounces) anchovy 1 clove garlic, crushed 
fillets, drained and finely Ya teaspoon salt 
chopped /s teaspoon pepper 


Mix all ingredients. Cover and refrigerate at least 8 hours. Serve 
with assorted raw vegetable dippers. 2 cups dip. 





Liver Pate 
1 package (8 ounces) frozen /4 teaspoon dried thyme leaves 
chicken livers, thawed 3 slices bacon, crisply fried 
l^ cup water and crumbled 
1 chicken bouillon cube or Ya cup margarine or butter, 
1 teaspoon instant chicken softened 
bouillon Ya teaspoon dry mustard 
1 small onion, chopped (about %s teaspoan garlic salt 
Ya cup) Dash of pepper 


Mix chicken livers, water, bouillon cube, onion and thyme in 
l-quart saucepan. Heat to boiling; reduce heat. Simmer uncovered 
until livers are done, about 15 minutes. Cool mixture; drain and 
reserve l4 cup broth. 


Mix chicken livers, reserved broth and the remaining ingredients in 
small mixer bowl or blender container. Beat on low speed of mixer 
and then on high speed until creamy or beat in blender until 
smooth, about 30 seconds. Place in serving dish. Cover and refrig- 
erate at least 3 hours. Garnish with parsley if desired. 8 servin 85. 


Note: l'áté can be formed in individual servings, as pictured. After 
refrigerating, dip small ice-cream scoop into páté and place each 
scoop on small lettuce leaf. Garnish each with pimiento.

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Salmon Party Ball 


1 package (8 ounces) cream 1 tablespoon lemon juice 
cheese, softened V4 teaspoon liquid smoke 

1 can (16 ounces) salmon, V4 teaspoon salt 
drained and flaked l5 cup chopped nuts 

1 tablespoon finely chopped V4 cup snipped parsley 
onion 


Mix all ingredients except nuts and parsley; shape mixture into a 
ball. Cover and refrigerate atleast 8 hours but no longer than 4 days. 
Mix nuts and parsley; coat ball with mixture. 1 salmon ball. 


Miniature Ham Puffs 


1 cup water 1 tablespoon horseradish 
V» cup margarine or butter 74 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup all-purpose flour Ya teaspoon onion salt 

4 eggs l5 cup dairy sour cream 


3 cans (442 ounces each) 
deviled ham 


Heat oven to 400°. Heat water and margarine to rolling boil in 
3-quart saucepan. Stir in flour. Stir vigorously over low heat until 
mixture forms a ball, about 1 minute; remove from heat. Beat in 
eggs, all at once, until smooth and glossy. Drop dough by slightly 
rounded teaspoonfuls onto ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until 
puffed, golden brown and dry, about 25 minutes. Cool on wire 
racks. 


Blend deviled ham, horseradish, pepper, onion salt and sour cream; 
refrigerate. Just before serving, cut off tops of puffs with sharp 
knife; remove any filaments of soft dough. Fill each puff with 
rounded teaspoonful of ham mixture. 5 to 6 dozen appetizers. 


Do-Ahead Tip: Puffs can be baked ahead and frozen no longer than 
1 month. Thaw unwrapped at room temperature about 30 minutes. 
Fill as directed.

Party Deviled Eggs 





12 hard-cooked eggs /2 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon salt V5 cup mayonnaise or salad 
1 teaspoon dry mustard dressing 


Cut peeled eggs lengthwise into halves. Slip out yolks; mash with 
fork. Mix in salt, mustard, pepper and mayonnaise. Fill whites with 
egg yolk mixture, heaping it lightly. Arrange eggs on large serving 
plate. Garnish each deviled egg half with cooked shrimp, rolled 
anchovy fillet or sliced pimiento-stuffed olive if desired. Cover and 
refrigerate no longer than 24 hours. 2 dozen appetizers. 


Teriyaki Chicken Wings 





3 to 3%2 pounds chicken wings 2 tablespoons sugar 


(about 20) ] teaspoon salt 
/2 cup catsup- | V2 teaspoon ground ginger 
ya cup dry white wine 1 clove garlic, crushed 


Ya cup soy sauce 


Cut each chicken wing at joints to make 3 pieces; discard tips. Place 
chicken in ungreased baking dish, 13x9x2 inches. Mix remaining 
ingredients; pour on chicken. Cover and refrigerate, turning 
chicken occasionally, at least 1 hour. 


Heat oven to 375°. Drain chicken, reserving marinade. Place chicken 
on rack in aluminum foil-lined broiler pan. Bake 30 minutes. Brush 
with reserved marinade. Turn chicken; bake, brushing occasionally 
with marinade, until tender, 30 to 40 minutes. 8 to 12 servings. 


Cherry Tomato Blossoms 
1 pint medium to large cherry 2 ounces cream cheese, cut into 
tomatoes (about 24) %-inch cubes (about 24) 


Place tomatoes stem side down; cut each almost through to bottom 
into fourths (larger tomatoes can be cut into sixths). Place cream 
cheese cube in center of each tomato. Top with small parsley spngs 
if desired. About 2 dozen appetizers. 
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Olive-Cheese Balls 





2 cups shredded sharp V? cup margarine or butter, 
natural Cheddar cheese melted 
(about 8 ounces) About 36 small pimiento- 
1Ya cups all-purpose flour stuffed olives, drained 


Mix cheese and flour; mix in margarine. (Work dough with hands if 
itseems dry.) Mold 1 teaspoon dough around each olive; shape into 
ball. Place 2 inches apart on ungreased cookie sheet. Cover and 
refrigerate at least 1 hour. Heat oven to 400°. Bake until set, 15 to 20 
minutes. 3 to 4 dozen appetizers. 


Do-Ahead Tip: To freeze, place molded balls of dough on un greased 
cookie sheet. Freeze until firm, at least 2 hours. Place cheese balls in 
plastic freezer bags. Seal, label and return to freezer. Freeze no 
longer than 3 months. About 25 minutes before serving, heat oven 
to 400°. Remove cheese balls from freezer; place 2 inches apart on 
ungreased cookie sheet. Bake until hot, about 20 minutes.

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Mexican Cheese Puffs 


1 cup buttermilk baking mix 3 tablespoons chopped green 
3 tablespoons margarine or chilies 

butter, softened 1 cup shredded Cheddar 
l egg cheese (about 4 ounces) 


Heat oven to 400°. Mix baking mix, margarine, egg and chilies; stir 
in cheese. Drop dough by rounded teaspoonfuls about 1 inch apart 
onto greased cookie sheet. Bake until golden brown, 10 to 12 min- 
utes. About 2 dozen appetizers. 


Sausage Cheese Puffs: Substitute 1⁄4 cup finely crumbled uncooked 
bulk pork sausage for the margarine. Bake 12 to 15 minutes. 


Do-Ahead Tip: Dough can be placed in bowl or spooned onto 
cookie sheet, covered and refrigerated no longer than 24 hours. 


Chicken Bites 


4 chicken breasts, boned and 1 teaspoon dried thyme leaves 
skinned 1 teaspoon dried basil leaves 
1 cup finely crushed round V? teaspoon seasoned salt 


buttery crackers (about 24) Ya teaspoon pepper 
% cup grated Parmesan cheese 2 cup margarine or butter, 
Ya cup finely chopped walnuts melted 


Cover 2 cookie sheets with aluminum foil. Cut chicken into 1-inch 
pieces. Mix cracker crumbs, Parmesan cheese, walnuts, thyme, 
basil, seasoned salt and pepper. 


Heat oven to 400°. Dip chicken pieces into melted margarine, then 
into crumb mixture. Place chicken pieces about 1⁄2 inch apart on 
cookie sheets. Bake uncovered until golden brown, 20 to 25 min- 
utes. About 6 dozen appetizers. 


Nutty Cereal Snack = 


4 cupscrispy corn puffcereal 1 teaspooncelery salt 


2 cups pretzel sticks 1 teaspoon garlic salt 
2 cups cashews, peanuts or 1 teaspoon Worcestershire 
mixed nuts sauce 


V? cup margarine or butter 


Heat oven to 300°. Mix cereal, pretzels and cashews in ungreased 
baking pan, 13x9x2 inches. Heat margarine in 1-quart saucepan 
until melted; remove from heat. Stir in celery salt, garlic salt and 
Worcestershire sauce. Pour over cereal mixture, tossing until 
thoroughly coated. Bake uncovered, stirring occasionally, 25 min- 
utes.

Spinach- Cheese Balls 


1 package (10 ounces) frozen V5 cup margarine or butter, 
chopped spinach, thawed melted 
and drained 1 small onion, finely chopped 
2 eggs, beaten (about 1⁄4 cup) 
74 cup seasoned dry bread V» teaspoon poultry seasoning 
crumbs Ya teaspoon garlic powder 


V» cup grated Parmesan cheese Ys teaspoon pepper 


Press any remaining liquid from spinach. Mix spinach and remain- 
ing ingredients. Heat oven to 350°. Shape mixture into 1-inch balls; 
roll in additional Parmesan cheese if desired. Place on ungreased 
cookie sheet. Bake until light brown and firm, about 15 minutes. 
Serve hot. About 3' dozen appetizers. 


Do-Ahead Tip: Before baking, Spinach-Cheese Balls can be covered 
and refrigerated no longer than 24 hours. Or freeze in single layer 
until firm, about 1% hours. Place in freezer containers and freeze 
no longer than 2 weeks. Bake at 350° 15 minutes. | 


Smoked Turkey Canapés 


1 package (3 ounces) smoked Ys cup mayonnaise or salad 
sliced turkey, finely dressing 
chopped V& teaspoon liquid smoke 
1 small stalk celery, finely Crackers 
chopped (about 1⁄4 cup) 
1 tablespoon finely chopped 
onion 


Mix turkey, celery, onion, mayonnaise and liquid smoke. Cover 
and refrigerate at least 3 hours. Serve on crackers. About 16 
canapés. 
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Party Punches 


Spread joy with a toast round the punch bowl. Mix a sparkling fruit combo 
to serve before dinner . . . lift the spirits of a brunch punch with a decorative 
ice ring . . . offer Southern Custard Eggnog as dessert . . . serve Wassail or 
Glögg just because it wouldn't be Christmas without them. 


Southern Custard Eggnog 


Soft Custard (below) V» cuprum 
1 cup chilled whipping cream 1 or2 drops yellow food color, 
2 tablespoons powdered if desired 
sugar Ground nutmeg 


V» teaspoon vanilla 


Prepare Soft Custard. Just before serving, beat whipping cream, 
powdered sugar and vanilla in chilled small mixer bowl until stiff. 
Stir rum and food color into chilled custard. Stir 1 cup of the 
whipped cream gently into custard. 


Pour eggnog into small punch bowl. Drop remaining whipped 
cream in 4 or 5 mounds onto eggnog. Sprinkle nutmeg on whipped 
cream mounds. Serve immediately. 10 servings (about 5 cup each). 


SOFT CUSTARD 


3 eggs, slightly beaten 2% cups milk 
V5 cup sugar 1 teaspoon vanilla 
Dash of salt 


Mix eggs, sugar and salt in heavy 2-quart saucepan. Stir in milk 
gradually. Cook over low heat, stirring constantly, until mixture 
just coats a metal spoon, 15 to 20 minutes. 


Remove custard from heat; stir in vanilla. Place saucepan in cold 
water until custard is cool. (If custard curdles, beat vigorously with 
hand beater until smooth.) Cover and refrigerate at least 2 hours but 
no longer than 24 hours. 


Raspberry Shrub 


Cook 4 packages (10 ounces each) frozen raspberries, thawed, 10 
minutes. Rub through strainer with wooden spoon; cool. Add 1 can 
(6 ounces) frozen lemonade concentrate, thawed. Just before serv- 
ing, stir in 2 quarts ginger ale, chilled. 24 servings (about Y cup 
each). 


Cranberry-Lemon Punch 


3 quarts water 2 quarts cranberry juice cocktail 
2 cups sugar 1 quart apple juice 
2 cups strong tea 2 cups orange juice 


2 cans (6 ounces each) frozen 
lemonade concentrate, 
thawed 


Heat water and sugar to boiling, stirring constantly, until sugar is 
dissolved; cool. Prepare tea, using 1 tablespoon loose tea or 3 tea 
bags and 2 cups boiling water; cool. Refrigerate all ingredients. Just 
before serving, mix in large punch bowl. 60 servings (about 1^ cup 


each). 


Rosé Punch 
2 bottles (% quart each) rosé, 1 quart ginger ale, chilled 
chilled Della Robbia Ice Ring 
V? cup grenadine syrup, chilled (below) 


V» cup lemon juice, chilled 


Mix rosé, grenadine syrup and lemon juice in large punch bowl. Stir 
in ginger ale. Float ice ring in bowl. 22 servings (about ' cup each). 


Creamy Rosé Punch: 5poon 1 pint raspberry sherbet into bowl. 


DELLA ROBBIA ICE RING 

Fill a 6-cup ring mold about % full of water. Freeze until solid, 
about 8 hours. Arrange assorted fruit and leaves on top, then pour 
in about % inch water; freeze. Unmold and float the ice ring fruit 
side up in punch bowl. 


Sparkling Cranberry Punch 


Mix 2 quarts cranberry juice cocktail, chilled, and 1 can (6 ounces) 
frozen lemonade concentrate, thawed, in large punch bowl. Just 
before serving, stir in 1 quart sparkling water, chilled. 25 servings 
(about 1⁄2 cup each). 


Frosty Lime Punch 








2 cans (6 ounces each) frozen 2 bottles (12 ounces each) 
limeade concentrate, lemon-lime carbonated 
thawed beverage, chilled 

3 cups cold water 1 cup lime sherbet 


Mix limeade concentrate, cold water and carbonated beverage in 
large punch bowl. Spoon scoops of sherbet into bowl. Serve imme- 
diately. 15 servings (about V» cup each). 
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To make ice ring pictured be- 
low, arrange thin citrus slices 
and cranberries in 6-cup ring 
mold. Pour water into mold to 
partially cover fruit; freeze. 
When frozen, add water to fill 
mold % full; freeze. Unmold 
and float fruit side up in punch 
bowl.

Wassail 

1 gallon apple cider 75 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons whole allspice Oranges slices, studded 
2 teaspoons whole cloves with cloves 


2 three-inch sticks cinnamon 


Heat cider, allspice, cloves, cinnamon and sugar to boiling; reduce 
heat. Cover and simmer 20 minutes. Strain punch and pour into 
heatproof punch bowl. Float orange slices in bowl. 32 servings 
(about V5 cup each). 


Glögg 


10 whole cloves 1% cups raisins 
7 cardamom pods, crushed 1 cup pitted large prunes 
2 sticks cinnamon 1 orange, cut into fourths 
1 piece gingerroot, about 2 2 bottles (% quart each) dry 
inch, if desired red wine 
2 cups water 1% cups brandy 
10 whole blanched almonds, 1% cups vodka 
cut lengthwise into halves Y3 cup sugar 


Tie cloves, cardamom, cinnamon and gingerroot in cheesecloth bag. 
Heat spice bag, water, almonds, raisins, prunes and orange to 
boiling in Dutch oven; reduce heat. Cover and simmer 45 minutes. 
Remove spice bag, prunes and orange. (Reserve prunes for eating if 
desired.) Stir in remaining ingredients. Cover and heat until mixture 
begins to bubble. Ladle almond half and a few raisins into each cup 
before filling with hot Glögg. 24 servings (12 cup each). 


Hot Cinnamon Cider 


3 quarts apple cider 1 tablespoon whole allspice 
Y cup red cinnamon candies 3 tablespoons honey 


Heat cider, cinnamon candies and allspice to boiling; reduce heat. 
Cover and simmer 5 minutes. Remove allspice; stir in honey. 
24 servings (about 1⁄2 cup each). 
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Gifts of Food

Here, too, are two handsome gingerbread con- 
structions: an easy-to-make chalet and a gay Christmas sleigh, with its own 
team of reindeer—either would be perfect as a party-table centerpiece. With 
choices like these, it's easy to rediscover the special joys of making and 
giving in the true spirit of Christmas. 


Apple-Pepper Jelly 


2 cups water 374 cups sugar 

1 can (6 ounces) frozen apple 1 to2tablespoons crushed 
Juice concentrate, thawed red pepper 

1 package (1% ounces) Ys teaspoon red food color 


powdered fruit pectin 


Stir water, apple juice concentrate and pectin in 3-quart saucepan 
until pectin is dissolved. Heat to boiling, stirring constantly. Add 
sugar and red pepper; heat to rolling boil, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat; strain. Stir in red food color. Immediately pour into 
hot sterilized jars or glasses or freezer containers. Cover tightly; 
cool. Refrigerate no longer than 4 weeks or freeze no longer than 
2months. Serve with meat. About 4 half-pints jelly. 


Grape Jelly: Substitute 1 can (6 ounces) frozen grape juice concen- 
trate for the apple juice concentrate. Omit red pepper and food 
color. 


Tangerine Jelly: Substitute 1 can (6 ounces) frozen tangerine juice 
concentrate for the apple juice concentrate. Omit red pepper and 
food color. 
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Lime Jelly 





3 cups sugar 2 drops green food color 

1 cup water 2 drops yellow food color 

1 can (6 ounces) frozenlimeade 1 pouch (3 ounces) liquid fruit 
concentrate, thawed pectin 


2 tablespoons lemon juice 


Heat sugar and water to boiling in Dutch oven, stirring occasionally. 
Boil and stir 1 minute; remove from heat. Stir in limeade concen- 
trate, lemon juice and food colors. Stir in pectin. Skim off foam; 
immediately pour into hot sterilized jars or glasses or freezer con- 
tainers. Cover tightly; cool. Refrigerate no longer than 4 weeks or 
eit no longer than 2 months. Four 7-ounce jars or six 5-ounce 
glasses. 


Strawberry-Orange Spread 


2 packages (10 ounces each) 1 tablespoon grated orange 
frozen strawberries, peel 
thawed l5? cup orange juice 
] package (1% ounces) 3⁄2 cups sugar 
powdered fruit pectin 
Mix strawberries, pectin, orange peel and orange juice in 3-quart it, re 





saucepan until pectin is dissolved. Heat over high heat, stirring pe * = wu 


constantly, to rolling boil, about 2 minutes. Add sugar. Heat to B 
rolling boil, stirring constantly; remove from heat. Skim off foam. 
Immediately pour into hot sterilized jars or glasses or freezer con- 
tainers. Cover tightly; cool. Refrigerate or freeze no longer than 
3 months. About 4 half-pints spread. 


Pineapple-Apricot Jam 
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1 can (20 ounces) crushed Ya cup water 
pineapple 3/5 cups sugar 

1 jar (6 ounces) maraschino 2 tablespoons lemon juice 
cherries, drained and cut 1 pouch (3 ounces) liquid 
up (reserve 3 cup syrup) fruit pectin 


1 package (8 ounces) dried 
apricots, cut into fourths 


Heat pineapple (with syrup), reserved cherry syrup, the apricots 
and water to boiling in Dutch oven, stirring occasionally; reduce 
heat. Cover and simmer, stirring occasionally, until apricots are 
tender, about 10 minutes. 


Stir in sugar, lemon juice and cherries. Heat to full rolling boil over 
high heat, stirring constantly. Boil and stir 1 minute. Remove from 
heat; stir in pectin. Pour into hot sterilized Jars or glasses or freezer 
containers. Cover tightly; cool. Refrigerate or freeze no longer than E < 
3 months. About 5 half-pints jam. Strawberry-Orange Spread

Remove from heat. Stir in gelatin until dissolved. Immediately pour 
into hot sterilized jars or glasses or freezer containers. Cover tightly; 
cool. Refrigerate or freeze no longer than 3 months. About 8 half- 
pints jam. 


Strawberry-Rhubarb Jam: Substitute 2 packages (10 ounces each) 
frozen strawberries and 2 packages (3 ounces each) strawberry- 
flavored gelatin for the frozen raspberries and raspberry-flavored 
gelatin. 


Cranberry Conserve 





2 cups water 4 oranges, peeled and chopped

Mix all ingredients in 8-inch skillet over low heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until sugar is melted and nuts are coated, about 20 minutes. 
Remove nuts from pan and cool on waxed paper; break apart. Store 
at room temperature. 3 cups snack. 


Jumbo Holiday Cookies 


Prepare dough as directed for Deluxe Sugar Cookies (page 6), Merry 
Christmas Molasses Cookies (page 7), Light Ginger Cookies (page 
10), or Christmas Pinwheels (page 10). Cover and refrigerate dough 
as directed. 


Roll dough %6 inch thick on lightly floured cloth-covered board. 
Cut into desired shapes with jumbo cookie cutters or cut around 
patterns traced from magazines, Christmas cards or storybook illus- 
trations. Or for a personal touch, use one of your child’s drawings 
as a pattern. (Io enlarge patterns, see directions below.) 


Bake cookies until light brown, 7 to 10 minutes. (For Merry Christ- 
mas Molasses Cookies, bake until no indentation remains.) Cool 
cookies 1 to2 minutes; remove to wire rack. Glaze cookies with Thin 
Cookie Glaze (below) if desired. 


THIN COOKIE GLAZE 
2 cups powdered sugar Red or green food color 
2 tablespoons milk About % cup powdered sugar 


V4 teaspoon almond extract 


Mix 2 cups powdered sugar, the milk and almond extract. Tint half 
of the mixture with 4 or 5 drops food color. Add additional milk, a 
few drops at a time, if necessary for glaze consistency. Place baked 
cookies on wire rack. Glaze cookies by pouring small amount of 
glaze over each cookie; spread to edge with spatula. Add enough 
powdered sugar to remaining glaze to make a frosting that can be 
used in a decorators' tube or envelope cone (page 7) and will hold 
its shape. Place in decorators' tube with #2 writing tip. Decorate 
glazed cookies as desired. Enough to glaze and decorate 8 to 10 jumbo 
cookies. 


To Enlarge a Pattern: First make a same-size tracing and draw a 
same-size grid right over it. Then make another grid of the desired 
size and draw in the pattern, square by square, exactly as it appears 
on the smaller grid. For example, if the same-size grid is made up of 
/2-inch squares and you want to double the size of the pattern, 
simply use an enlarged grid of 1-inch squares. Cut out the enlarged 
design and use it as your pattern. 
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Marzipan Cookies 


1 cup margarine or butter, V» to 1 teaspoon almond 
softened extract 
V» cup sugar Food color 


2⁄2 cups all-purpose flour 


Mix margarine and sugar. Stir in flour and almond extract until 
mixture resembles coarse crumbs. Divide into 3 equal parts. Tint 
and shape dough as directed below. Place cookies on ungreased 
cookie sheet. Cover and refrigerate at least 30 minutes. Heat oven 
to 300°. Bake until set but not brown, about 30 minutes. 

About 4 dozen. 


APPLES 

Mix red or green food color into part of dough. Shape into small 
balls. Insert small piece of stick cinnamon in top of each for stem 
end and whole clove in bottom of each for blossom end. Dilute red 
or green food color with water and brush over apples. 


APRICOTS 

Mix red and yellow food colors into part of dough. Shape into small 
balls. Make crease down 1 side of each with wooden pick. Insert 
whole clove in each for stem end. Dilute red food color with water 
and brush over apricots. 


BANANAS 
Mix yellow food color into part of dough. Shape into 3-inch rolls, 
tapering ends to resemble bananas. Slightly flatten sides of each to 
show planes of banana; curve each slightly. Paint on characteristic 
markings with mixture of red, yellow and blue food colors diluted 
with water. 


ORANGES 

Mix red and yellow food colors into part of dough. Shape into small 
balls. Insert whole clove in each for blossom end. Prick balls with 
blunt end of wooden pick to resemble texture of orange peel. 


PEARS P. 

Mix yellow food color into part of dough. Shape into small balls, 
then into cone shapes, rounding narrow end of each. Insert small 
piece of stick cinnamon in narrow end for stem. Dilute red food 
color with water and brush on "cheeks" of pears. 


STRAWBERRIES 

Mix red food color into part of dough. Shape into small balls, then 
into heart shapes (about % inch high). Prick with blunt end of 
wooden pick for texture. Roll each in red sugar. Insert small piece of 
green-colored wooden pick or green dough into top of each for 
stem. 


Note: Use liquid food color for light colors, paste food color for 
deeper colors. Paste food color is available through mail-order bak- 
ing equipment stores. 


Meringue Mushrooms 





2 egg whites Cocoa 
/4 teaspoon cream of tartar Chocolate Decorators' 
V2 cup sugar Frosting (below) 


Cover 2 cookie sheets with heavy brown paper. Beat egg whites and 
cream of tartar in small: mixer bowl until foamy. Beat in sugar, 1 
tablespoon at a time; continue beating until stiff and glossy, about 5 
minutes. Do not underbeat. 


Heat oven to 200°. Fit decorators’ tube with plain tip with Va-inch 
opening (#10 or 11). Fill tube with meringue and fold top of bag. 
Hold tube upright and pipe out about 55 mushroom caps, each 1 to 
1% inches in diameter. Sift cocoa over caps. Bake until firm, 45 to 50 
minutes. Remove from oven; immediately turn caps upside down 
and make an indentation in bottom of each cap. Brush off excess 
cocoa with soft-bristled brush. 


Pipe out about fifty-five %-inch upright cones on second cookie 
sheet for stems. Stems should have peaks which fit into mushroom 
caps. Bake until firm, 40 to 45 minutes. Remove from oven; cool. 
Prepare Chocolate Decorators' Frosting. To assemble mushrooms, 
spread small amount of frosting in indentation of each mushroom 
cap; insert stem and place upside down to dry. Store Meringue 
Mushrooms uncovered at room temperature. About 55 candies. 


CHOCOLATE DECORATORS' FROSTING 

Heat 1 square (1 ounce) unsweetened chocolate and 1 teaspoon 
margarine or butter until melted; remove from heat. Beat in 1 cup 
powdered sugar and 1 tablespoon hot water until smooth and of 
spreading consistency. If necessary, stir in additional hot water, 1 
teaspoon at a time. 


Candied Citrus Peel 


3 oranges Ya cup water 
3 lemons V5 cup sugar 
12 cups sugar 


Cut peel of each orange and lemon into 4 sections with sharp knife. 
Remove peel carefully with fingers. Scrape white membrane from 
peel with spoon (back of peel will appear porous when membrane 
is removed). Cut peel lengthwise into strips Y inch wide. Heat peel 
and enough water to cover to boiling in 1%-quart saucepan; reduce 
heat. Simmer uncovered 30 minutes; drain. Repeat simmering 
process. 


Heat 1% cups sugar and % cup water to boiling in 1’2-quart sauce- 
pan, stirring constantly, until sugar is dissolved. Add peel. Simmer 
uncovered, stirring occasionally, 45 minutes. Drain in strainer. Roll 
peel in 1⁄2 cup sugar; spread on waxed paper to dry. Store in airtight 
container. About 3 cups or 11 ounces candy.

Think about dips and hors 
d'oeuvres, doughnuts and pop- 
corn balls, pies and cakes, sauces 
and syrups and seasoned but- 
ters. Consider these:

Wrappings 


Cans and bottles, jars and boxes 
— don't toss them away. Build 
up a collection, and transform 
them into personalized packag- 
ings for your special food gifts. 


For Cans 

Cans with plastic lids will serve 
the purpose best, and you'll find 
that recycling them is a relatively 
easy undertaking. Here are a 
few ideas: 

€ Cut giftwrap paper or fabric to 
fit, then paste to the can with 
white glue or fabric adhesive. 
(No pasting needed with adhe- 
sive-backed coverings.) Cover 
the lid to match if you like, or 
attach a pretty bow or a festive 
holiday decoration. 

e 5pray with paint and individ- 
ualize with accents of ribbon or 
yarn, with stickers or with paper 
or fabric cutouts. Cover the lid 
with paper or felt, or spray with 
paint to match. 

€ Coat the can with white glue 
or rubber cement and coil yarn, 
a colorful cord or leftover uphol- 
stery welting around the side. 
Keep the rows close together, 
and remember to leave space at 
the top for the lid. 

e Tuck tissue paper into the can 
before filling, or cover your food 
gift with plastic wrap. 
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For Jars and Bottles 

Many food gifts are perfect for 
jars: candies, jams, relishes, 
mixes and so on. Since part of 
the pleasure is in the seeing, 
don't cover the jar. Use an at- 
tractive label to note the con- 
tents and concentrate on cam- 
ouflaging the lid or cap. 

e Make a fancy top by cutting a 
circle from scrap fabric (pinked 
edges are nice) and simply tying 
it around the lid or cap with rib- 
bon or yarn. 

@ Use acrylic paint for a good 
finish and stick on a bow or 
other decoration. Glue ribbon 
around the edge of a wide lid. 

@ Or paint just the side of the lid 
and paste fabric or paper on top. 
@ Spread a thin coating of white 
glue over the side and top of the 
lid and, starting at the base, 
wind a colorful cord around the 
side and onto the top. When you 
reach the center, cut the cord, 
add glue to the end and tuck in. 
Or make the coil on the top and 
glue a ribbon around the edge. 
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For Plates and Trays 

Colorful paper plates can be 
readily purchased, but trays are 
hard to come by. Make your 
own with cardboard and cover 
with giftwrap paper or foil. 

€ Cover the plate or tray of food 
with plastic wrap, securing the 
ends with tape on the under- 
side; top with a holiday decora- 
tion. Or gather the ends of the 
wrap above the food and tie with 
ribbon or yarn. 


For Boxes and Bags 

You can give old boxes a new 
look by covering them — just 
make sure they're sturdy. And 
you'll find that bags are ideal for 
holding odd-shaped items. 

€ Cut giftwrap paper to fit the 
bottom and sides of boxand glue 
in place; do the same with the 
lid. Tie with a ribbon. 

e Cut a design in the lid of a box, 
then wrap with paper, trimming 
flush with the cutout. Overwrap 
with plastic wrap and your gift 
will show through. 

e Make your own colorful bags 
by wrapping a box of facial tis- 
sues with foil or giftwrap paper, 
leaving one end open. Slip out 
the box, and you've made a bag. 
è Cut out a design on one side 
of a bag and back the cutout with 
plastic wrap. 
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Double-Good Gifts 


Why not combine your food gift 
with another gift? It doesn't have 
to be costly — just thoughtful. 
And who wouldn't appreciate an 
extra tray or serving plate, mixing 
bowl or freezer container. 

e Offer cookies in a cookie jar, ar- 
ranged on a new cookie sheet or 
in a canister. 

® Include a package of wooden 
skewers with a jar of olives or 
pickles. 
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e Place candies in a brandy snif- 
ter or apothecary jar, or tuck them 
into an ice cube tray or a desk 
organizer. 

e Set a steamed pudding in a 
brand-new mold. 

e Pour seasoned oils, vinegars or 
salad dressing into cruets or one- 
of-a-kind bottles. Tie salad serv- 
ers to the neck of the gift bottle. 

@ Give seasoned salt in its own 
shaker. 

€ Nest a spicy coffee mixture in a 
cheerful mug. 
e Gather the ingredients for a 
special casserole and arrange them 
in a just-the-right-size baking dish. 
(Remember to include the recipe, 


too. Add oven mitts or a pot 
holder. 


e Think about using a páté mold, 
ramekin or crock to go with a 
cheese spread. Tie a spreader to 
the bow. 

€ For the junior set, present pop- 
corn balls or cookies in a toy boat 
or truck, lunch box or bicycle 
basket. 

e Place a loaf of bread on a bread- 
board or cutting board. 

e Set muffins in a basket lined 
with a holiday kitchen towel. 


e Pile doughnuts ina punch bowl, 
colander or bread box. 


Start Baking Early 


"Next year I'm going to start in 
plenty of time." Sound familiar? 
Well, let this be the year to do it. 
Thanks to your freezer, you can 
prepare many of your holiday 
favorites well in advance and 
still preserve their fresh-baked 
quality. All it takes is a little 
know-how. 


Guidelines for Freezing 
e Make sure the temperature of 
your freezer is 0° or lower. 
@ Wrap food in moistureproof, 
vaporproof materials for maxi- 
mum retention of flavor, mois- 
ture and nutrients. Before seal- 
ing, remove as much air from 
the package as possible. 
e Label and date all packages. 
e Don't turn your freezer into a 
Christmas catchall. You'll want 
to leave enough room for your 
everyday freezing needs. Here 
are some start-ahead spans: 
Breads (baked) — 2 to 3 mos. 
Cakes (unfrosted) — 3 to 4 mos. 
(frosted) — 2 to 3 mos. 
Cookies (baked) — 3 to 4 mos. 
Fruitcakes (baked) — 3 to 4 mos. 
Pies (baked) — 1 to 2 mos. 
(unbaked) — 3 to 4 mos. 


Steamed Puddings — 3 to 4 mos. 





Special Tips for Breads 

e Before freezing, cool com- 
pletely; wrap tightly in mois- 
tureproof, vaporproof material. 
Freezer bags will do the job too. 
€ Breads decorated with frost- 
ings and glazes can be frozen, 
but for the most attractive ap- 
pearance, it's best to decorate 
just before giving. 

€ Keep breads wrapped while 
thawing at room temperature. 


Special Tips for Cookies 

© Freeze frosted cookies uncov- 
ered until they are firm, then 
pack in a single layer in an air- 
tight container lined with plastic 
wrap or aluminum foil. Seal the 
lining, close container, label and 
freeze. 

€ Cool unfrosted cookies thor- 
oughly. Pack in layers in freezer 
container, separating layers with 
plastic wrap or foil. Then seal 
the lining, close container, label 
and freeze. 

e Rolls of refrigerator cookie 
dough can be wrapped and fro- 
zen no longer than 6 months. 
When ready to bake, slice the 
frozen dough with a sharp knife. 


Mail Early Too 

There's no such thing as “too 
early" when it comes to mailing 
Christmas cookies. Label your 
package "Open Before Christ- 
mas" and think how much more 
the recipient will enjoy your 
thoughtfulness during the holi- 
days. If you mail before the 
Christmas rush, your package 
will reach its destination faster 
too. Check the post office for de- 
livery time estimates of the var- 
ious mail classifications. Here 
are some pointers: 

è Choose plain or lightly glazed 
bar cookies or any of those in the 
Cookies That Travel Well list on 
page 168. 
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è Cut rolled cookies with 
rounded (not pointed or deli- 
cately shaped) cutters to avoid 
crumbling and breakage. 

€ Wrap cookies in pairs, back to 
back, and place them in a can, 
box or other sturdy container. 
(You'll find that cans with reus- 
able plastic lids are particularly 
good choices.) 

e Fill each container as full as 
practical, padding the top with 
crushed paper to prevent shak- 
ing and breakage. 

è Pack containers in a foil-lined 
corrugated or fiberboard pack- 
ing box. For filler, use crumpled 
newspapers, shredded paper or 
shredded polyethylene foam. 

€ Seal packing box with "strap- 
ping tape"; wrap tightly in heavy 
paper and seal with tape. 

e Write address on the package 
or gummed label in large, legible 
print. Cover address with trans- 
parent tape to protect it. 
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Cookie Chalet 





For smooth scheduling, prepare 


Equipment dough and cut out paper patterns

Preparation 


1. Prepare Merry Christmas Molasses Cookie dough (page 7) as 
directed except—use light molasses, omit cinnamon and decrease 
baking soda to 1 teaspoon. Refrigerate at least 1 hour. Enlarge 
patterns according to scale (see Pattern Plan, page 174) and cut from 
heavy paper. 

2. Roll 2 cups dough into rectangle, 15x10 inches, on lightly greased 
cookie sheet with floured stockinet-covered rolling pin. (If cookie 
sheet slips while rolling, place dampened towel underneath.) Heat 
oven to 375°. Place patterns on rectangle as shown in Diagram A. 
(The dough will expand during baking, so be sure to place the 
patterns at least % inch apart.) Cut around patterns with sharp 
knife; remove and reserve excess dough. Make slight marks with 
knife to indicate position of doors and windows. Bake until no 
indentation remains when touched, 5 to 6 minutes for small pieces, 
about 10 minutes for large pieces. Cool large pieces 1 to 2 minutes; 
remove to wire rack. 

3. Repeat Step 2 except place patterns on rectangle as shown in 
Diagram B. Before baking, cut %-inch-wide slot 1% inches down 
from top of half of the trees; cut %-inch-wide slot 1% inches up from 
bottom of remaining trees. After baking, while cookie trees are 
warm, insert bottom slot of one tree into top slot of another; repeat. 
4. Roll about % cup dough Me inch thick into rectangle, about 8x6 
inches, on lightly greased cookie sheet. Cut into 2 rectangles, each 
7x24 inches, for the shutters as shown in Diagram C; reserve excess 
dough. Cut each rectangle into seven 1-inch strips. Remove every 
other strip, leaving 8 shutters. Bake shutters 5 to 6 minutes. 

5. Press remaining dough and the reserved dough into a ball (about 
2 cups); knead in % cup cocoa. Roll 1% cups cocoa dough into 
rectangle, 15x8 inches, on lightly greased cookie sheet. Cut 2 roof 
pieces as shown in Diagram D. Remove and reserve excess dough. 
Bake roof pieces about 10 minutes. Cool 1 to 2 minutes. 

6. Roll all remaining dough 146 inch thick into square, about 9x? 
inches, on lightly greased cookie sheet. Cut into 20 strips, each 9x? 
inch, for trim. Remove every other strip, leaving 10 trim strips on 
cookie sheet. Bake trim strips 6 to 8 minutes. 

7. Roll remaining dough about % inch thick; cut to form stones for 
path. Cut additional trees if desired. Bake 5 to 6 minutes.

Trimming and Construction 


1. Flatten 8 small red gumdrops and 8 small green gumdrops with 
rolling pin between 2 sheets of waxed paper. Cut 16 heart designs 
from red gumdrops with sharp knife or scissors. (Dip knife or 
scissors into hot water for easier cutting.) Cut accent designs from 
green gumdrops. 

2. Prepare 1 package (7:2 ounces) fluffy white frosting mix as di- 
rected on package. Stir in 3 cups powdered sugar, % cup at a time, 
until thick and smooth. Keep covered. 

3. Tint about % cup frosting with yellow food color. Frost door area 
and shutters using small spatula. Press gumdrop appliqués into 
position on shutters. 

4. Place about % cup frosting in decorators’ tube with #3 tip or use 
an envelope cone (page 7). Pipe lattice design for window panes on 
sides of house. Spread a strip of frosting on back of each shutter; 
press into position around panes. 

5. Mix remaining frosting and % cup cocoa. Keep covered. If frost- 
ing becomes too thick, stir in a few drops of water. Attach 9-inch 
strips to top and bottom of front and back of house, using cocoa 
frosting for "cement." Cut strips to fit along bottom of each side of 
house and below eaves if desired; attach with cocoa frosting. Cut 
strips for attic trim at a slant with sharp knife; cut strips for door 
trim. Attach with cocoa frosting. 

6. Place remaining cocoa frosting in decorators' tube with £10 tip. 
Pipe strip above and below window lattice. Pipe %-inch strip of 
frosting on inside vertical edges of back of house. Using a tray for 
the base, place back of house in vertical position on tray; press side 
pieces of house into frosting, making sure corners are square. Pipe 
cocoa frosting on inside vertical edges of front of house; press to 
front sides of house. Pipe frosting along inside vertical seam lines 
for reinforcement. Let set about 30 minutes. (Objects such as cans 
or bottles can be used to hold in place until frosting sets.) 

7. Pipe frosting generously along top edges of front and back of 
house. Place roof pieces on top, making sure peaks meet in center. 
8. Pipe frosting on inside vertical edges of 2 slanted chimney pieces. 
Press side pieces of chimney into frosting to form “box.” Hold a few 
minutes until set; let dry. Pipe frosting on bottom edges of chimney; 
place on roof. Pipe any remaining frosting into seams as needed for 
reinforcement. 

9. Arrange trees and path around house as desired. 5prinkle trees, 
path, house and tray lightly with powdered sugar.

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Christmas Sleigh and Reindeer 


Preparation 


1. Prepare Merry Christmas Molasses Cookie dough (page 7) as 
directed. Refrigerate at least 1 hour. Enlarge patterns according to 
scale (see Pattern Plan) and cut from heavy paper. 

2. Divide dough into halves. Roll 1 half into rectangle, 15x12 inches, 
on lightly greased cookie sheet with floured stockinet-covered roll- 
ing pin. Heat oven to 375". Place sleigh patterns on rectangle as 
shown in Diagram A. (The dough will expand during baking, so be 
sure to place the patterns at least Y inch apart.) Cut around patterns 
with sharp knife; remove and reserve excess dough. Bake until no 
indentation remains when touched, 7 to 8 minutes. Cool 1 to 2 
minutes; remove to wire rack. 

3. Repeat Step 2 except place reindeer patterns on rectangle as 
shown in Diagram B. After removing excess dough, carefully in- 
sert part of wooden pick into each leg, leaving about % inch of 
pick exposed. (The picks will help support the reindeer.) Bake as 
directed. 

4. Press remaining dough and the reserved dough into a ball. Roll 
into rectangle, 15x9 inches, on lightly greased cookie sheet. Trim 
evenly into rectangle, 14x8 inches. (This forms the base for the 
sleigh and reindeer.) Bake until no indentation remains when 
touched, 8 to 9 minutes. Cool 1 to 2 minutes; remove to wire rack. 


Trimming and Construction 


1. Prepare 1 package (7.2 ounces) fluffy white frosting mix as di- 
rected on package. Stir in 3 cups powdered sugar, % cup at a time, 
until thick and smooth. Measure and reserve 1 cup frosting; keep 
covered. Spread remaining frosting on baked rectangle base. (If a 
fluffier look is desired, prepare another package of frosting mix as 
directed above and spread on frosted base.) 

2. Divide reserved frosting into 3 parts. Tint 1 part with green and 
1 part with red food color. (Paste food color will-make more vivid 
colors.) 

3. Attach runners to sleigh with small amount of red frosting as 
shown in Diagram C. Place remaining red frosting in decorators' 
tube with #3 tip or use envelope cone (page 7); decorate sides of 
sleigh and reindeer as desired. Repeat with green and white frost- 
ings. Frost antlers with melted chocolate. 

4. Pipe generous amount of remaining frosting on inside vertical 
edges of sleigh sides as shown in Diagram D. Holding one side of 
sleigh upright at one end of frosted base, press back of sleigh into 
frosting to join, then press front of sleigh into frosting. Press other 
side of sleigh against front and back pieces. Hold until secure. Pipe 
any remaining frosting along inside seams as needed for reinforce- 
ment. Place reindeer in front of sleigh, lightly pressing exposed 
portions of wooden picks into frosted base. Fill sleigh with pine 
sprigs, small toy Santa, cookies or small packages. 
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Insert exposed portions of wooden 
picks into frosted base to hold rein- 
deer upright. 
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178 SALT DOUGH DECORATIONS 


There's no need to make all the 
ornaments at one time. Wrap any 
extra dough in plastic wrap or 
aluminum foil and refrigerate; use 
within 2 weeks. 


Salt Dough 
Decorations 


One of our favorite Christmas recipes has nothing to do with food. For that 
matter, you can’t even eat it. But you can make very special holiday gifts 
from it—everything from Christmas tree ornaments to table accessories to 
gift tags. What is it? It’s salt dough. Start off with the designs on the 
following pages (all developed exclusively for'this book), then strike off on 
your own if you like. A word of warning: You'll be tempted to keep most of 
these presents for yourself. 


Salt Dough 





2 cups all-purpose flour ⁄2 teaspoon powdered alum 
1 cup salt 74 cup water 


Mix all ingredients completely with hands. (If dough is too dry, 
work in 1 to 17 teaspoons water.) Form shapes as desired. Mark all 
details (facial features, clothing and the like) on surface of dough 
with wooden pick or sharp knife before baking. 


To Roll: Roll dough Vs inch thick on lightly floured board. Cut with 
cookie cutters or cut around paper patterns with sharp knife. 


To Mold by Hand: Form dough into shapes (flowers, fruits, animals, 
storybook characters) no more than ¥% inch thick. 


Io Hang Ornaments: Cut fine craft wire 1% to 2 inches long and 
twist several times to form loop; spread ends apart slightly and 
insert into unbaked ornament so that only loop shows. Or make a 
hole 1⁄4 inch from top of ornament with end of plastic straw. 


Heat oven to 250°. Place ornaments on ungreased cookie sheet. 
Bake until completely hard and dry, about 2 hours. Remove from 
cookie sheet; cool. 


When cool, rub any rough edges with fine sandpaper until smooth. 
If desired, outline designs or other details to be painted with pencil. 
Paint with plastic-based poster or acrylic paint. Allow paint to dry. 
Place ornaments on waxed paper and seal by spraying with clear 
plastic (polyurethane) or brushing with clearshellac. About 5 dozen 
22-inch ornaments. 
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Techniques and Tips 


e Use only part of the dough at a time; keep remaining dough 
covered. 


e Complete ornaments one at a time — don't use the assembly-line 
principle. If the surface of the basic shape dries out, if will be difficult 
to work with. 


e If desired, dough can be tinted by dividing into several parts and 
kneading a different food color into each part. (Paste food color is 
more vivid.) After baking, seal as directed for painted ornaments. 


e Indications for clothing, features and texture can be marked with 
a sharp knife or wooden pick. The wooden pick is best for small 
details. 


e 5mall appliqués add a nice touch: a star on a Christmas tree, a 
heart on a teddy bear, holly on a place card (see photograph on page 
186). Roll a small portion of dough very thin (about 16 inch thick). 
Cut out all appliqués at one time using small canapé cutters or sharp 
knife. Put a dab of water on ornament where appliqué is desired, 
then top with appliqué. Baking will "cement" the appliqué in place. 


e When adding small molded pieces (arms, legs, hats) to a three- 
dimensional ornament, always put a dab of water in the spot where 
the piece is going to be added. As with appliqués, baking will 
"cement" the piece in place. 

e When cutting dough around a paper pattern, use a sharp knife. 


e To make tiny ropes of dough for curls or texture, put dough 
through a garlic press. Work on a lightly floured surface to keep the 
tiny ropes from sticking. 

€ Form larger ropes of dough by hand-rolling. 


e If making a complicated ornament, work right on the cookie sheet 
to minimize handling. 


e [f using a craft-wire loop to hang ornament, be sure to spread the 
ends before inserting in the ornament. This adds support. 


e Small hairpins can also be used to hang ornaments. Spread ends 
apart and insert in ornament. 


e [f using a plastic straw to make a hole for hanging, be sure the 
hole is at least % inch from any edge. 


e After baking, smooth any rough edges with fine sandpaper. An 
emery board will also do the trick. 


e Remember to paint the sides and backs of ornaments. 
e When adding painted accents, be sure the base color is dry. 


e Giving an ornament as a Christmas present? It's a nice touch to 
add your name or initials and the year on the back. 

e Larger ornaments can be hung on doors, in windows or in the 
center of a wreath. They make nice holiday paperweights too.

1. Roll dough % to % inch thick and cut out double 
wing shape with sharp knife, or form shape by 
hand.
